Waited Certain Death. 


He deduced that the two had 


gone to the island for fresh meat 
when Estampa's 34-foot power 
cruiser, the Falcon, was wrecked 
on the rocks. With no passing 
ships to see their distress signals, 
the two waited 
certain 
death 


from thirst on the waterless 
island. 
"I knew Estampa well. He was 


a Norwegian. Lorenz was the de- 
serted companion of the Baroness 
Eloise 
Bonsquet 
De 
Wagner. 


"They 
became _ friends 
when 


Lorenz released .tsiampa after he 
had been held prisoner for three 
days by the baroness. She had 
objected to his shooting fresh 
meat on the island."' 


He suggested Estampa obtained 


the baby clothes found near the 
bodies from Mrs. Albert Wiitaan 
for his wife. This also would ex- 
plain the letters -written by Mar- 
garet Wittsnan found near the 
bodies.

O all of the boys in the "back room", in fact 


to all of the members of the Star family in 


all departments of the newspaper, he was known 
as John. That is the type of a man he was. 


He was one of the veterans of the Lincoln Star. 


He joined the paper on the day of its first issue, 
working as a printer, and he remained with it 
throughout his entire life. He became its mechan- 
ical superintendent in 1910, a position he filled 
with ability and devotion. 


There is a close comradeship developed within 


the walls of a newspaper plant. The character of 
the business itself serves to promote it. Between 
news and desk forces, between the copy hook and 
linotype machine, between makeup row and the 
stereotyping tables, between all of those various 
steps in the printing of a paper to the presses, there 
must be a close co-operation, kindred sympathies, 
mutual understanding, and common objectives. 
Trains do not wait, editions must go down on time, 
readers must be served, and served with the best 
newspaper which equipment, facilities and staff 
can assemble. 


And in the Star plant, Mr. Moore had his part 


in that. 


There came those times when extras were to be 


rushed to the streets. They came at times when 
no advance notice or warning could be given. It 
was then that speed and thoroughness counted. 
Each department had its chore cut out for it. Each 
department had to mobilize its forces rapidly. 
There were the details to be gathered, headlines to 
be written, the copy put into type, the type to be 
put into pages, the pages to be cast, and finally, 
presses to be started. Frequently less than a half 
hour's time was required for the process. 
And 


that was Mr. Moore's life—a life which called for 
"eating into" great piles of copy, copy which 
swamped the' hook and put wrinkles in men's 


and heat, through all the days of the year, and 
through all the years. He followed the paper to 
its new home, with its more modern equipment 
and its added space. 


There is a comradeship in the newspaper office, 


and in death, as in life, John Moore's comrades in 
arms salute him. 


WHAT MOTION PICTURES AREN'T. 


D 


OWNRIGHT silly" is about the closest char- 
acterization that can be made of the utterance 


by a Chicago speaker, before the state council of 
churches at Fremont last Thursday, that "motion 
pictures are aiding capitalism and militarism by 
withholding the truth about social conditions". 


"We can take lessons from Russia, which regards 


its cinema as a school of human behavior," con- 
tinued this overzealous critic. "The problem of 
movies is at the bottom of the problem of cap- 
italism itself. They have withheld the truth con- 
cerning the conflict between capital and labor." 


In Russia, to which he points as a shining ex- 


ample of how things ought to be done, neither the 
movies, the press, the platform, the pulpit, or any 
other medium of human expression has any choice 
in regard to what it may offer to the public. As 
everyone knows, the Moscow government does not 
permit free discussion or the presentation of ideas 
not in conformity with its own system of doing 
things. 
There is no such thing as free speech, 


and all information disseminated among the people 
must first be approved by bureaucratic officials of 
the ruling minority. 


Movies in Russia are produced and shown with 


the primary purpose of spreading soviet propa- 
ganda. Nothing can be pictured on the screen that 
would portray communism in an unfavorable light. 


Certainly, the American people do not want any 


such condition forced upon them; nor is there any 
likelihood that there will be. 


What an absurd indictment of motion pictures 


it is to say that they are "aiding capitalism"! The 
United States is a nation where the .capitalistic 
system, and not communism, is the established 
order. If the movies are "aiding capitalism", that 
means they are doing their part to preserve the 
existing structure of civilization—just 
as 
the 


schools, churches, newspapers, labor bodies, bus- 
iness organizations, and other elements of society 
are each doing in their respective spheres. 


Is this a crime against the human race? 
As- 


suredly not. 


Whatever valid criticism may be directed against 


motion pictures, they are hardly to be condemned 
because they have adhered to their proper func- 
tion—the entertainment and instruction of men, 
women and children—and have not been turned 
into mere propaganda machinery for the agitation 
of class hatreds.

THE MANDATE OF THE VOTERS. 


''HAT was a significant expression used by 
• 
Henry I. Harrirnan, president of the United 


States chamber of commerce, in an address at 
Kansas City Thursday night, when he character- 
ized the recent election as a "mandate of the 
voters." He said further that the chamber ha dac- 
cepted such mandate and is facing the situation 
frankly and realistically. The election, he said, 
marks the final phase of recovery. 


It becomes more 
apparent 
daily that the 


"mandate of the voters" came just at the right 
time. There was a tendency upon the part of some 
of the business leaders to break away from the 
provisions of the president's program and to return 
as far as possible to things that were. This en- 
couraged republican politicians, who had been 
perforce compelled to acquiesce in the legislation 
demanded by the administration, to indulge in a 
storm of criticism. 


The overwhelming endorsement given the presi- 


dent, however, satisfied even the most obtuse and 
reactionary that the people were still with the gov- 
ernment at Washington and that any attempts at 
obstruction could have no other effect than to 
arouse the burning anger of a vast majority of 
the populace. 


So the members of the national chamber, as well 


as most other big business men have accepted the 
mandate recorded on November 6. and are going 
ahead with the president and his advisors. To be 
sure, there are still a few recalcitrants, but they 
are by no means representative of the vast body 
of business men of the country. 


It is a most fortunate thing for the people of 


the United States that the two-party system pre- 
vails in this country. Here the mandate is un- 
mistakable. Had an election been held in France, 
or any other country where exists a multiplicity 
of parties, no such emphatic endorsement of the 
government could have been obtained, for the ad- 
ministration would in the very nature of things 
been representative of a minority, and would prob- 
ably have elected but few more legislators than it 
had previously held. In such a case those who 
had been disposed to rebel would not have been 
disposed to discontinue their opposition, and the 
country might not have entered the "final phase 
of recovery-"

What Is the reason for Japan's 


arbitrary action in the Orient? 


ANSWER. 


Japan has generated within her- 


self a high pressure nationalism 
during her passage vom feudalism 
to industrialism which is today the 
driving force behind her political, 
commercial and military activities. 
Domestic conditions, especially her 
increase in population, compel her 
to seek expansion abroad. The 
tension thus created was too se- 
vere ,to be controlled by corrupt 
and nonrepresentative parliamen- 
tarians. These lost their hold on 
the nation because they failed to 
solve the problems involved in its 
expansion. 


They endeavored to do so by 


means of various trade agreements 
with other couritries and through 
the pursuit of the ideals of col- 
lective action as embodied in the 
League of Nations. But in the very 
moment when their incompetency 
became apparent the outside world 
became more and more national- 
istic. At this critical juncture 
Manchuria's conquest gave the 
military party the key to power 
and for the past three years Japan 
has trodden the perilous path se- 
lected by her generals and ad- 
mirals. No clearer demonstration

Fundamentally she needs 
more elbow room, and there is lit- 
tle doubt that her military author- 
ities interpret the need in terms 
of territorial acquisition. They are 
resolved to possess as well as 
trade with adjacent lands. Hither- 
to the resistance offered them has 
been confined to protests. In sig- 
nificant ways the Japanese gov- 
ernment has recently shown that 
it means to reserve freedom to do 
as it pleases in the future. The 
whole situation is charged with 
menace. If the situation is not 
cleared up by negotiation Japan 
may yet face a union of the other 
world powers 
opposed to her 


policies. 
If, on the other hand, she is wise 


enough to recognize that by her 
own unaided power she can gain 
no lasting solution of her real dif- 
ficulties, her peace and prosperity 
mav be the prize of such wisdom.

Christmas trade 


might be the best since 1929, were 
keyed to a note of quiet optimism. 


The chamber said the improv-

It cited 
"a 6 per cent rise in the volume 
of check payments, steady retail 
sales, stable wholesale prices, fa- 
vorable car loading reports and 
increasing steel production." 


Leas "Reassurance" Required. 
Although the chamber's posi- 


tion is that the government should 
take no steps to diminish business 
confidence and create uncertainty, 
it indicated a belief that "less in 
the way of reassurance" is re- 
quired now than at any time in 
the past several months.

prise,' 'the statement said, "there

ELECTION VOTE 


SET NEW HIGH 


FOR ALL-TIME 


Many Inquiring About 


Unicameral and 


Pari-mutuel. 


Nebraska's total vote cast in the 


election November 6 went beyond 
all expectations by reaching a 
total nearly 2,000 above the rec- 
ord-breaking mark set in the 
presidential pell two years ago. 
Official 
compilations made in 


Secretary of State Swanson's of- 
fice show that 578,764 ballots were 
voted and counted, against 576,- 
946 recorded in 1932. 


The primary vote of 408,238 last 


August was 114,000 above that of 
two years ago. The number of 
persons participating in the pri- 
mary was 70,% per cent of those 
who turned out for the general 
election. In past years, the per- 
centage has never run higher than 
65. 
First Without Circle. 


In view of the fact that this is 


the first time the new law re- 
moving party circles from the 
general election ballot was in ef- 
fect, which made voting more of 
a chore for those accustomed to 
marking their tickets "straight", 
the 
unprecedented number 
of 


votes cast shows that Nebraska 
citizens were keenly interested in 
the issues at stake this year. 


The showing is all the more re- 


markable because there was a 
falling off of 6,000,000 or more 
in the total vote of the United 
States, compared with 1932. 


Queries on 1-House. 


Secretary of State Swanson, in 


common with the governor's and 
attorney general's offices, is liter- 
ally swamped with inquiries by 
mail and wire from all parts of 
the United States, as well as some 
from Canada and other foreign 
countries, in regard to the one- 
house legislature which the voters 
of Nebraska have approved, and 
which will come into existence in 
1937. 


Fully 600 letters on this sub- 


ject have been received to date; 
and as it would take the time of 
several persons to answer them 
all individually a statement has 
been prepared in Swanson's of- 
fice outlining the plan in detail, 
which will be printed and sent to 
all inquirers. 
Included in the 


data are the vote cast for and 
against the proposition, the legis- 
lative setup as it is now, the 
title and text of the amendment 
under which the new one will be 
organized, and information as to 
what must be done at the coming 
session to make the change ef- 
fective. 


A lesser deluge of questions has 


been coming in relative to pro- 
hition repeal and what the legis- 
lature must do to provide for sale 
of liquor. Interrogatories are also 
being received about' pari-mutuel 
betting, 'also sanctioned by the 
voters, and whether the proposal 
approved by them will apply to 
canine coursing meets as well as 
horse races.

NAVY PACT WITH 


BRITAIN HINTED 


Hope Virtually Aban- 
doned for Compromise 
On Japan's Demand. 
LONDON, Nov. 24—(AP)—In 


the event the present naval limi- 
tations 
treaty 
is junked, the 


United States probably will seek 
an informal accord with Great 
Britain on a general naval policy 
in order to prevent a naval build- 
ing race between the two pow- 
ers, it was learned authoritatively 
today. 


It was indicated in British cir- 


cles that it was unlikely Britain 
would sign any agreement to 
make an alliance either with the 
United States or Japan because it 
desires the friendship of both. 


The threat of a limitless naval 


building race between the three 
great rulers of the seas hung 
over the tri-power conversations 
as hope was virtually abandoned 
for a compromise on Japan's de- 
mand for naval parity. 


Already deadlocked, the nego- 


tiations reached a crisis yester- 
day when the British sided with 
America in declining to recog- 
nize Nippon's demands for out- 
right parity. 


The Americans continued reso- 


lute in their insistence on a navy 
sufficiently large to divide be- 
tween two oceans. 


U. S. INSISTS ON 


CUTTEN'S OUSTER 
FROM TRADE SEAT 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 24—(AP) 


—The government today asked 
the grain futures commission to 
deny the demand of Arthur W. 
Cutten of Chicago that market 
manipulation c h a r g e s brought 
against him be dropped. 


The government has asked the 


commission to bar Cutten from 
trading on all grain exchanges 
dealing in futures because of al- 
leged manipulation of the market 
in 1930 and 1931. 


Cutten contended in his answer 


to the government's charges that 
the grain futures act does not 
cover past violations and is un- 
constitutional. 


The government replied today 


that Cutten in effect contended 
that because he was not discov- 
ered while actualy violating the 
act it did not apply. 


Such a contention "results in 


absurdity" and if allowed would 
make the act ineffectual, 
at- 


torneys acting for Secretary Wal- 
lace told the commission. 


The Cutten case is one of three 


in which the: government has 
asked that members of the Chi- 
cago board of trade be denied 
trading privileges.
